ELYRIA, March 12—One of the 


dost sensational liquor raids ever 
conducted in this 
city, occurred 


yesterday afternoon shortly 
after 


3:00 o'clock when the sheriff and 
the police raided the home of E. 
G. Davison, 1921 Middle avenue, 
where a large amount of various 
kinds of liquor and a modern still, 
including a specially 
constructed 


cooling coil were confiscated. 


In addition to 16 two quart jars 


of raisin jack, brandy, gin and oth- 
er liquors, a gallon bottle of a high- 
ly colored beveiage ^ere secured 
as evidence, eight barrels of mash 
aad other liquids having been left 
in the basement, upon 
Dcfuaon's 


promise tnat it would not be dis- 
turbed until he had been accorded 
a hearing before Major Jones. 


Neighbors Surprised 


When Sheriff Backus and depu- 


ties, Cowie and Underbill and Pa- 
trolmen*' "Cretan; Johnson

Southam, appeared at the Davison 
home near South Maple street, the 
neighbors could not ngure out the 
meaning of the visit, but it 
was 


eoon noised around that a 
liquor 


raid was in progress and quite a 
'crowd of excited residents gathered 
about the home.

Davison admitted the officers 


to the house and when they search- 
ed the basement ot the budding, it 
•was discovered that a setion of the 
basement had been partitioned off 
and this room was found to be un- 
der lock and key. 


Summon Dnvison 


Davison who operates aa auto re- 


pair shop on West avenue, was ac- 
companied to the home oy Patrol- 
man Soatham'and 
unlocked 
the 


door leading to what proved to be 
tlie still room. 


Here the officers found that an 


oil filter had been concerted into a 
still and this apparatus WAS con- 
nected- by rubber hose and copper 
wires to a four foot length of gal- 
vanized pipe, four inches in diam- 
eter, which served as a cooler for 
condensing 
the 
alcohol 
arising 


from the still 


Copper coils inserted in the piece 


of pipe were kept cool by the pas- 
sage of a continuous 
stream 
of 


water through the receptacle so it 
was not necessary to keep changing 
the water whenever it became heat- 
ed, as is customary in the operation 
of the ordinary outfit used for the 
purpose of distilling alcohol. 


Clever Scheme 


The still itself was supplied with 


a clever arrangement consisting of 
a wooden wheel, wh'ich when 
re- 


volved would cause a paddle in the 
base-of the still to 
rotate, 
thus 


keeping any sediment from forming 
on the bottom of the copper filter 
in which the mash was heated 


A brick fire place had been in- 


Ptalled under the still and this con- 
tained a gas-burner which was used 
to provide the necessary heat to 
eliminate the alcohol 
from 
the 


mash. 


Four thin sticks of wood rested 


or. th? co\er of the still and came 
in contact with the ceiling of 'fhi 
basement in order to prevent 
the 


top of the filter blowing off when 
the mash was subjected to heat from 
the gas burner. 


Attorney Present 


Attorney D. \V. Meyers arrived 


on the scene and demanded that the 
officer produce the search warrant 
which permitted them to search the 
the house, but having secured the 
still, cooler and the liquor, lie was 
told to seek a hotter climate, but 
eventually

handed the warrant to Davison to 
peruse. 


Meyers, according to the police 


took the warrant from Davison and 
advised the officers that he would 
retain possession of It, 
but

statement did not suit Patrolmen 
Southam and Crehan and they tied 
into the lawyer and during the mix- 
up which ensued the warrant was 
torn to shreds.
